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Lx)cated  in  southwestern  Montana,  Deer  Lodge  County  is  Montana's 
20th  most  populous  with  10,356  residents,  according  to  the  1990 
Census. 


The  city  of  Anaconda  and  the  county  of  Deer  Lodge  consolidated  their 
governments  in  May  1 977.  The  city  of  Anaconda  was  founded  in  1 883 
by  Marcus  Daly,  Montana's  famous  Copper  King.  Built  after  he  died, 
Daly's  Washoe  Smelter  featured  the  world's  largest  copper  smelter.  A 
golf  course  designed  by  golf  legend  Jack  Nicklaus  is  being  built  on  the 
same  site  and  includes  relics  from  the  old  copper  mine.  The  bunkers  will 
be  filled  with  ebony-black  sand,  a  by-product  of  the  mine.  Anaconda 
has  preserved  its  historical  district  which  includes  the  courthouse  and 
Washoe  Theater,  listed  in  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for  Deer 
Lodge  County  households  in  1 989  was  $20,28 1 .  The  county  is  74 1 .3 
square  miles  in  area;  737  square  miles  in  land  area  and  4.3  in  inland 
water  area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  Average 
monthly  temperatures  range  from  a  low  1 5.3  degrees  above  in  January 
to  a  high  of  79  degrees  above  in  July.  The  annual  average  precipitation 
is  7  inches.
